standards. 
The rollbacks brought to 13 
the number of firms the com­ 
mission has directed to turn 
down their prices because of 
excess profits or because they 
raised their prices without 
permission. 
The four involved in Thurs- 
d a y ’ s 
a c t i o n 
included 
Scrivner-Boogaart Inc., an Ok­ 
lahoma City wholesale groce­ 
ry firm: Bruno's Food Stores, 
Birmingham, Ala.; 
Godfrey 
Co., Waukesha, Wis., a whole­ 
sale and retail food company; 
and Eckerd Drugs Inc., Char­ 
lotte, N.C., which has 123 
stores in the South. 
The commission also turned 
d o w n two price increase 
requests, for air pumps and 


other equipment from 
Stu- 
debaker-Worthington Inc., Pyr- 
oyl Co. Inc., Master Special­ 
ty Division, and for cotton 
fibre and air dried paper pro­ 
duced by Nekoosa Edwards 
Paper Co., a part of the 
Great Northern Nekoosa Corp. 
The Pay 
Board meanwhile 
announced it will hold a pub­ 
lic hearing May 9 on whether 
professional 
athletes 
should 
be 
granted 
an 
exemption 
from its pay increase guide­ 
lines. Pay Board Chairman 
George H. Boldt, in announc­ 
ing the hearings, 
indicated 
such an exemption might be 
possible, saying: 
“Even though the field of 
professional sports is already 
covered by our pay guide­ 
lines, it may be necessary to 
make some changes because 
of the unique nature of pay­ 
ments to athletes for their 
services.” 
Strictly speaking, athletes 
are governed by the board's 
general 5.5 per cent annual 


limit on pay raises; there has 
been no effort yet, however, 
to enforce the limit on them. 
One problem where athletes 
are concerned is that their in­ 
come 
often 
varies 
widely 
from year to year—as in the 
case of professional golfers 
whose

in another development, the 
Treasury 
announced Thurs­ 
day that the United States re­ 
corded another trade deficit 
during the month of March, 
making the first three months 
of this year the largest quar­ 
terly trade deficit in the na­ 
tion’s history. 
Imports during March total­ 
ed $4.275 billion while the 
value of exports was 
$3.890 
billion. That brought the defi­ 
cit for the three-month period 
to $1.5 billion, $178 million 
above 
the previous 
record 
which was recorded in the 
preceding three months. 


Talk of Drafting Kennedy 
Revived by Demo Leader 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie’s 
withdrawal from the primary 
races has revived speculation 
that Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
may be drafted for the Demo- 
c r a t i c presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, 
D-Mo.. an early Muskie back­ 
er, said he believed that Ken­ 
nedy did not want the nomi­ 
nation “and would not lift a 
finger to get it.” 
But Eagleton said he would 
not rule out the possibility 
that Kennedy could be the 
choice of the delegates at 
Miami Beach if none of the 
declared candidates wins in 
the early balloting at the con­ 
vention. 


Mayor Richard J. Daley of 
Chicago was more diieet. He 
said that Muskie had appar­ 
ently “gotten the message” 
and suggested that Kennedy 
would find it difficult to re­ 
fuse a draft. 
Daley, leader of the power­ 
ful Illinois Democratic organ­ 
ization, had earlier praised 
Muskie’s candidacy 
without 
endorsing it. Thursday he call­ 
ed a news conference in Chi­ 
cago to express his views 
only three hours after Muskie 
announced in Washington that 
he would not continue and 
freed the delegates committed 
to him. 
Daley disclosed that Kenne­ 
dy would be the speaker at 


the May 24 Cook County Dem­ 
ocratic 
dinner. 
Last 
week 
Kennedy was warmly greeted 
by Democrats in Indiana at a 
fund-raising dinner. 
Muskie said today that one 
of his problems was that his 
endorsements didn’t translate 
into popular votes and may 
have been counter-productive. 
“ I recognzed at the time I 
received them that leaders do 
not now control blocs of dele­ 
gates or popular votes in the 
way they used to years ago. 
We all recognize that. 
“ I suspect that there was 
an establishment tinge to it 
which 
I 
didn’t 
perceive,” 
Muskie said. “Some people

Of the President’s Senate 
critics, he commented: “They 
vilify and harass the leaders 
of the United States, but they 
can find nothing wrong with 
t h e l e a d e r s h i p of this 
country’s enemies. 
“They have taken the old 
Stephen Decatur 
line 
and 
twisted it into a grotesque 
parody of itself. No longer is 
it 
“our 
country, 
right 
or 
wrong.’ To them, it is ‘our 
country, always wrong.’” 
Agnew 
again 
took 
issue 
with Democrats who have as­ 
sailed Nixon’s bombing res­ 
ponse to the North Vietnam 
invasion. 
“To the 
Democrats,” 
he 
said, “this was a serious es­ 
calation of the war and in 
their

in 
Wonderland 
world, it was not the atta­ 
ckers who escalated the war 
but the defenders. It was not 
the invaders, but those who 
tried to stop the invasion.

of Kleindienst. The committee 
approved the nomination 11-4. 
Democratic Sens. Edward 
M. 
Kennedy, 
Mass.; 
Birch 
Bayh, Ind.; Quentin N. Bur­ 
dick, N.D., and John V. Tun- 
ney. Calif., voted against rec­ 
ommending confirmation. 
“As of now,” Byrd said, he 
did 
not 
think 
a 
filibuster 
against the nomination would 
be successful, indicating he 
thought there were at least 66 
votes to invoke cloture. He 
said he thought the debate 
could run at least two or 
three weeks before a move 
would bo uiaik to cut it off.

S A I G O N (UPI) - North 
Vietnamese troops forced the 
South Vietnamese army out 
of the northernmost outpost of 
Dong Ha today, tightened the 
grip on nearby Quang Tri and 
bombarded the provincial cap­ 
ital during a rainstorm that 
all but precluded air strikes 
in support of the city’s defen­ 
ders. 
Dong Ha, eight miles north 
of Quang Tri, has been a 
burned-out shell since the Com­ 
munists began their offensive 
a month ago. Allied com­ 
manders today declared it a 
free-fire zone and four U.S. 


destroyers 
offshore 
began 
pounding Communist troops 
moving 
through the 
aban­ 
doned town. 
Quang Tri was becoming a 
ghost 
town. 
Although 
sur­ 
rounded by North Vietnamese 
forces, the Communists eased 
the pressure on Highway 1 to 
the south and refugees poured 
down the road, UPI Corres­ 
pondent Stewart 
Kellerman 
reported from the U.S. milita­ 
ry compound in Quang Tri. 
Quang Tri is 10 miles south 
of 
the 
Demilitarized 
Zone 
(DMZ) separating 
the two 
Vietnams 
and 
eight 
miles 


from the South China Sea. 
The city’s normal population 
is 25,000 but it had been swol­ 
len by 50,000 refugees. Most 
of them fled southward by 
bicycle, bus, truck, jeep, ox­ 
cart and on foot and were ex­ 
pected to be out of the city by 
dark.

town, the North Vietnamese 
were expected to make their 
final assault on the city. The

Fire Department, said fire­ 
men had few details on the 
explosion and fire except that 
chief engineer Leslie Winder, 
was thrown up against some 
pipes at the plant slightly in­ 
juring his shoulder, in the ini­ 
tial explosion. 
Beeson said 
when they arrived, the fire at 
the 
plant 
had 
been 
exti­ 
nguished. 
He said the cracking plant 
was unknown to the fire de­ 
partment. “ We didn’t even 
know it existed there, but a p ­ 


p a r e n t l y the county had 
okayed it.” He said the com­ 
pany’s main headquarter•> is 
in Fullertom, from where the 
Chino Fire Department was 
called. 
The explosion and fire were 
apparently caused when an 
electrical short ignited a com­ 
bination of propane and bu­ 
tane inside a fuel tank, Bee­ 
son said. 
The oil company foreman, 
Felix Farmer of Ontario, told 
firemen that he was at ano­ 
ther location about two miles 
from the cracking plant when 
the explosion occurred. Bee­ 
son said the foreman cut off 
the main line to the plant that 
extinguised the fire.

ternoon and fly on to the 
Manned Spacecraft Center in 
Houston late that day. 
Their record 245-pound haul 
of moon samples and map­ 
ping pictures will be divided 
and flown to Houston on two 
planes 
Saturday. 
Impatient 
scientists at the Lunar Re­ 
ceiving Laboratory expect to 
open the first rock box Mon­ 
day in a sterile, nitrogen- 
fillsd cabinet. 
The 
astronauts 
Thursday 
made one of the smoothest 
and most accurate landings of 
the Apollo series, and cleared 
the way for the flight of 
Apollo 17 on Dec. 6. the final 
expedition of the $25.5 billion 
U. S. lunar exploration pro­ 
gram. 
They received a telephone 
call of congratulations from 
President Nixon in Key Bis­ 
cayne, Fla. 
The 
President 
promoted Mattingly to lieute­ 
nant commander and Duke to 
lieutenant colonel. Navy regu­ 
lations prevent Young from 
being an admiral for awhile. 
Nixon invited the astronauts 
to dinner at the White House 
in 
mid-June, 
and said 
he 
would use the occasion to pre­ 
sent 
some 
moon 
rocks 
to 
Mexico’s president, Luis Ech- 
everria. 
“Apollo 16 has written ano­ 
ther glorious chapter in the 
history of man’s exploration

Houston. 
Young, four times in space, 
was ususually talkative when 
he stepped on the deck of this 
fighting ship Thursday and 
called the flight “a mission of 
discovery.” 
“There are secrets in that 
vehicle right now,” he said, 
referring 
to 
the 
command 
module which still was bob­ 
bing In the Pacific 1,519 miles 
south of Honolulu. “There’s 
some basic knowledge and 
understanding in that vehicle 
right now. 
“The basic knowledge that’s 
locked in those secrets 
is 
pushing back the last frontier, 
the frontier of the unknown. 
And, by golly, that’s essentia! 
to the survival of humanity 
un this planet.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI)—Sen. 


Hubert H. Humphrey is re­ 
garded nationally as the chief 
beneficiary of Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie’s withdrawal from 
the 
presidential 
primaries, 
hut this is not necessarily so 
in California. 
Sen. George S. McGovern 
has an even chance of picking 
up the majority of Muskie’s 
would-be vote in the June 6 
California prim ary, where the 
South Dakotan and Humphrey 
are 
heading for a 
crucial 
showdown. 


This is the opinion of promi­ 
nent 
California 
Democratic 
politicians who thus far are 
n e u t r a l 
in 
the 
Hurnph- 
rev-McGovern 
race 
tor the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Secretary of State Edmund 
G. Brown Jr., one of the first 
of many California office hold­ 
ers to endorse Muskie, says 
private surveys show Humph­ 
rey and McGovern 
running 
“ verv, very close. There’s a 
great bloc of undecided voters 
at this point and you can’t 
say 
with 
certainty 
who’s 
ahead.” 


The 
theory 
nationally 
is 
that Muskie’s withdrawal is a 
bigger break for Humphrey 
than for McGovern. The rea­ 
soning is that Humphrey and 
Muskie basically shared the 
same constituency, the large 
ideological center. Now Mus­ 
kie’s 
“centrists” 
will 
side 
with Humphrey. 
This belief was summed up 
Thursday by San Francisco 
Mayor Joseph Alioto, Humph- 
r e y ’ s Northern 
California 
campaign chairman, who said 
Muskie’s withdrawal “ clinches 
the race for Humphrey 
in 
California. The only thing we 


were worried about was that 
Humphrey and Muskie might 
split votes and allow McGo­ 
vern to slide through.” 
But other politicians said 
this reasoning is too simplis­ 
tic in a complex state like 
California where anti-war sen­ 
tim ent has long rung high 
among grassroots party ac­ 
tivists. 
“ A lot of Californians were 
for Muskie just because they 
didn’t want 
Humphrey 
and 
they wanted to be for a viable 
candidate 
and 
didn’t 
think 
McGovern 
was 
one,” 
said 
Brown in an interview. 


“The big question is wheth­ 
er 
McGovern 
can pick up 
the support of average Demo­ 
crats. That’s going to depend 
on the campaign McGovern 
and Humphrey wage.” 
Assembly Speaker Bob Mo- 
retti, a Muskie co-chairman, 
said he believes Muskie fol­

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Storm Rips

One tornado ripped through 
a half mile of homes in Cor­ 
pus Christi, Tex., Thursday 
causing heavy damage but no 
injuries. Other twisters me­ 
naced Houston and San An­ 
tonio. 


The wind churned up high 
seas on the Gulf of Mexico. A 
woman and her baby on a jet­ 
ty who were washed into the 
ocean near South Padre Is­ 
land and a Catholic priest 
who jumped in in a rescue at­ 
tempt all drowned. 
Heavy rain drenched all of 
Texas, 
except 
for 
its 
far 
northern and western reaches 
and the lower Rio Grande 
Valley. 
Downpours caused flooding 
in Corpus Christi and Goliad. 
Goliad and San Antonio were 
deluged by 6.5 inches of rain 
and flash flood warnings were 


m effect for the area. Five to 
seven inches of rain doused 
Orange Grove. 
Far less rain —2.71 inches 
_ fell in Dallas, but it was 
more than the city had had 
since Jan. 1. The normal rain­ 
fall for Dallas through April 
is 
11.72 
inches, 
but 
until 
Thursday, 
only 2.23 
inches 
had fallen. 
Hail was so dense in San 
Antonio that it covered the 
ground like snow. 
Showers and thunderstorms 
s t r e t c h e d from southern 
Texas to the Mississippi Val­ 
ley today, though no violent 
activity was reported.

Gravel also denounced se­

Clean Air Foes 
Outspend Backers 


SACRAMENTO (UPD —Gov. 
Ronald Reagan, in an apparent 
relaxation Of his hard lint on 
drugs, has proposed reform 
legisaltion to spare the first­ 
time narcotics offender from 
jail and give him a second 
chance. 
The provision is a key fea­ 
ture of a massive $14 million 
program the Republican chief 
executive sent to the legisla­ 
ture Thursday. It is designed 
to roll back the California 
drug crisis through intensified 
prevention, treatment and re­ 
habilitation. 
“ This does not mean we are 
becoming soft on drug offend­ 
ers,” the governor said. “ We 
wili continue to exert every 
effort to punish the pusher 
and take the profit out of 
drugs.” 
“ But we must prevent ad­ 
diction whenever possible and 
this can’t be done simply by 
sending the first offender to 
jail or putting him on proba­ 
tion and allowing him to go 
hack on the streets again with 
no community help.” 
R e a g a n announced his 


“ Comprehensive 
Narcotics 
and Drug Abuse Program of 
1972” in a special nine-page 
message to 
the 
legislature 
and in a privately-financed 
statewide broadcast carried 
by 38 television and radio sta­ 
tions. 
Under 
the 
proposal, 
the 
first-time user or possessor of 
narcotics would be “ diverted” 
out of the criminal justice 
system by a judge prior to 
court arraignment and into a 
community 
operated 
drug 
abuse education, information, 
treatment 
or 
rehabilitation 
program. 
To be eligible, the offender 
must not have had any prior 
drug record and must have 
been “ nonviolent.” With the 
prosecutor’s 
consent, 
the 
judge could sentence the first­ 
time offender to a local pro­ 
gram for six to 24 months 
and his criminal record would 
be wiped clean. 
“ If he is rearrested, he has 
blown his second chance,” re­ 
marked Edwin 
Meese, the 
governor’s executive secret­ 
ary. 


Reagan’s

adviser, 
Herb Ellingwood, told news­ 
men, “ What we are doing is 
showing 
compassion 
where 
we believe there is a chance 
for success.” 
Meese denied there was any 
connection between

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Senate has passed legislation 
designed to help consumers 
resolve credit billing disputes 
and protect them against un­ 
fair interest charges. 
The bill, which passed 51 to 
15 Thursday, would require 
c r e d i t o r s to acknowledge 
cutomer billing disputes with­ 
in 30 days and settle the mat­ 
ter within 90 days. 
Under its terms, creditors 
who failed to meet the time 
requirements in any credit 
d i s p u t e with a customer 
would have to forfeit the 
amount up to $50, regardless 
of whether the bill was in er­ 
ror. 
Moreover, 
the 
measure 
would prohibit creditors from 
sending dunning letters, tak­ 
ing other collection action, or 
r e p o r t i n g the amount 
delinquent to a credit agency, 
before satisfactorily explain­ 
ing to the customer why the 
bill is correct. 
Also, before reporting the 
disputed amount to a credit 
reporting agency, the creditor 
would be first required to not­ 
ify the consumer of the dis­ 


pute and the agency to which 
the report was being sent. 
The creditor must also report 
to the agency when the ques­ 
tion involved is settled. 
Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., chief sponsor of the 
original bill, which now faces 
House action, said the meas­ 
ure had been “ radically weak­ 
ened” in committee. 
P r o x m i r e said the bill 
should be labeled “ the bank 
protection 
bill.” 
He voted 
against it as did two of its 
other major sponsors. Sen. 
Harrison 
Williams, 
D-N.J., 
and 
Edward 
W. 
Brooke, 
R-Mass. 
Several 
amendments 
of­ 
fered by Proxmire to toughen 
the bill were voted down, but 
one proposal introduced by 
Sen. Frank E. Moss. D-Utah, 
was successfully amended to 
the bill’s Truth in Lending 
section. 
The Moss amendment 
would set a $100.000 damages 
ceiling on the amount con­ 
sumers may be able to reco­ 
ver in 
class action

Navy Nurse 


Nominated as 


Rear Admiral 


W A S H I N G T O N (UP1) ; 
—President Nixon Thursday 
n o m i n a t e d Alene Bertha j 
Duerk. a Navy nurse who 
once treated wounded sailors 
in the battle for Eniwetok in 
World War II, to be the first 
woman admiral in U.S. histo- j 
ry and the highest ranking 
woman in the armed forces. 
Miss Duerk, 52, now one of , 
47 woman captains and head 
of the Navy Nurse Corps, was 
visiting her mother in Hoi- 
gate, Ohio, when the Penta­ 
gon made the announcement. 
She was one of 50 captains 
nominated for promotion. 
If confirmed by the Senate, 
Mrs. Duerk will automatically 
outrank six women who pre­ 
viously had made general's 
rank in the Army and Air 
F o r c e , starting in June. 
1970. 
As rear admiral, she will 
wear two stars, putting her 
ahead of the two women bri­ 
gadier generals in the Air 
Force and four in the Army, 
two of whom are retired. 
Only last year, the Navy 
got its first black admiral. 
Samuel 
L. 
Gravely Jr. of 
Richmond, Va., 21 years after 
the Army broke the color bar­ 
rier by promoting its first 
black to general. The Army 
now has four black generals 
and the Air Force has two. 
Miss Duerk, born in De­ 
fiance, Ohio, joined the Navy 
as an ensign in 15*43, two 
years after her graduation 
from 
the 
Toledo 
Hospital 
School of Nursing. 
In 1945, she was stationed 
aboard a hospital ship off 
Eniwetok atoll in the Mar­ 
shall Islands which received 
the sick and wounded from 
U.S. 3rd Fleet operations in 
the Pacific against Japan. Af­ 
ter Japan’s surrender, her 
ship helped process liberated 
American prisoners of war. 
Miss Duerk left active duty 
after the war but returned for 
the Korean conflict. She be­ 
came a captain in 1967 and 
chief of Navy nurses three 
\-ears later. 
Her nomination is in line

McGovern, generally recog­ 
nized as the most liberal can­ 
didate in the field so far, was 
less certained of attracting 
Muskie forces. 


“ We are, of course, now 
going to try to persuade Mus­ 
kie supporters to move into 
McGovern's camp, but we’ve 
been trying to do that for the 
past year,” the South Dakota 
lawmaker said. 
It was impossible to tell im­ 
mediately whether many of 
Muskie’s backers would bolt. 
In Illinois, one of the two pri­ 
maries he won, his campaign 
manager said he expected the 
59 committed so far to stick 
and that Muskie might go to 
the convention with up to 500 
delegates because many are 


to be chosen in party cauc­ 
uses. 
In Michigan, site of a May 
16 primary, campaign direc­

World of Animals 
Red Pepper Training 
Won't Halt Poisoner 


By DR. FRANK MILLER 


DEAR DR. 
MILLER: 
In 
just the last few months, I 
have almost 
lost 
m y 
dog 
twice from poisoning. I didn’t 
want to do it at first but now I 
know I am going to have to 
train him 
not to pick up 
strange food by using a lot of 
red hot pepper on it. I don’t 
want 
to 
make 
him 
sick, 
though, so I want to know 
how much red pepper I can 
safety use so that it will 
teach him a lesson but won’t 
really hurt him. I think just a 
few shakes of the red pepper 
on the m eat would do it if 
that wouldn’t hurt him. He is 
a 60-pound dog.—T.R. 
Dear T.R.: Undoubtedly a 
few sprinkles of red pepper 
on the m eat will do it and, 
no, it won’t do any great 
harm to your dog. Your train­ 
ing session will teach your 
dog not to pick up strange 
food all right, at least not any 
food strange enough to be 
sprinkled 
with 
red 
pepper. 
You can bet he will be shy of 
that spice from here on. But, 
anyone deliberately poisoning 
a dog would be unlikely to 
season it with red pepper 
anyway. Unfortunately, if he 
finds food elsewhere not fla­ 
vored with this particular ing­ 
redient he may have no hesi­ 
tation in eating it. Your train­ 
ing 
technique 
then 
simply 
won’t work. The best bet is to 
keep your dog home where he 
is unlikely to encounter poten­ 
tially poisoned food in the first 
place. Now it is true that in 
rare instance some particu­ 
larly determined (always de­ 
mented) poisoner will throw 
poisoned food directly into the 


dog’s yard. The best protec­ 
tion against this attack is to 
have taught the dog to eat 
only either from its pan or 
from the hands of its owner. 
(A dog should be taught to 
eat from its own pan as well 
as being hand fed. This option 
keeps the animal from choos­ 
ing between breaking training 
and starving should be be left 
without his owner for any pe­ 
riod of time.)

bought some freeze-dried tro­ 
pical fish food to try but I 
can’t tell whether may fish 
like it any better than regular 
dried fish food. I know it cost 
more. What do you think? —

Dear

food is superior to the ordina­ 
ry dried food, nutritionally. It 
actually does have a more na­ 
tural flavor than would the 
ingredients simply air-dried. 
As to which flavor your fish 
favor; well, that’s their deci­ 
sion.

— 
Chronic 
bronchitis means long stand- 
i n g 
inflammation 
of 
the 
bronchi or air passages in the 
lungs. How serious it is de­ 
pends on how severe the in­ 
flammation is, and how much 
lung dam age has occurred. If 
you get short of breath with a 
very little amount of exertion, 
I would guess that you have 
quite a bit of lung disease. 
I n d i v i d u a l s who have 
smoked a lot for a long pe­ 
riod of time have a much 
greater probability of having 
severe lung disease of the 
type 
that 
you 
apparently 
have. Perhaps the lung dam ­ 
age that cigarettes can cause 
in so many people like your­ 
self is even more important 
than cancer of the lungs. 


I think you certainly should 
quit smoking. It might do a 
lot to help your breathing 
problem and it would be the 
first thing a doctor should ask 
you to do if you have any sig­ 
nificant lung damage or bron­ 
chitis. Some people do have 
trouble stopping smoking and 
will have unpleasant symp­ 
toms which are withdrawal 


symptoms 
from nicotine. 
I 
know a lot of people move to 
Florida away from their fam­ 
ily, friends and their doctor, 
and I know that many people 
like yourself neglect getting a 
new family doctor. It is hard 
to do sometimes, particularly 
in Florida, 
because of the 
large rum ber of people who 
need family doctors.

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City and School Smooth Redevelopment Differences

CHINO — Representatives 
of the City of Chino and the 
Chino Unified School District 
came 
one 
step 
closer 
to 
agreement on disputed points 
of the city’s redevelopment 
project following a 2^-hour 
meeting Thursday afternoon. 
School Supt. Royce Lapp, 
school board president Eva 
Weisbrod and member Pete 
Vander Poel represented the 
district while City 
Admin­ 
istrator Dick Wright, Council- 
men Ralph Preciado and Ed 
Lynch and Gale Carr, direc­ 
tor of building, planning and 


c o m m u n i t y development, 
spoke for the city redevelop­ 
ment agency. 
The luncheon meeting at 
the 
Ontario 
National 
Golf 
Course was called in an effort 
to provide “potentials to min­ 
imize the problems that may 
exist” for the schools in the 
redevelopment plan. 
All came to agreement on 
what Lynch called a “philoso­ 
phy of cooperation.” 
That philosophy maintains 
that parcels of land in the re­ 
development area would be 
placed back onto the tax rolls 
as soon as they were fully de­ 


veloped and the agency was 
reimbursed. 
It also enveloped a written 
suggestion 
by 
Lapp 
which 
stated that “the school dis­ 
trict would be reimbursed by 
the agency an amount equal 
to any local credits generated 
as a result of school district 
building in the agency area.” 
T h e 
superintendent 
ex­ 
plained that this latter does 
not involve a cash exchange, 
but rather a payment in kind. 
City Atty. William McVittie 
hud commented earlier that a 
financial agreement of any 
type between the district and 
the agency is illegal. Craig 


Jordan, county counsel for 
the district, had concurred 
with that opinion. 
Carr said that the agency 
could delete a piece at a time 
from the entire development 
area. “ Public hearings would 
have to be accomplished with­ 
in two to three months . . . It’s 
not something that would lag 
indefinitely, but could be done 
rather quickly,” he added. 
He also reported there is a 
possibility of credits being re­ 
alized because the new Don 
Antonio Lugo High School will 
serve students from the re­ 
development area. 
Agency 
officials 
outlined 


such improvements as county 
offices, court building, police 
station expansion, and an au­ 
ditorium. 
Mrs. Weizbrod responded to 
these possibilities with the 
comment, "We have to see a 
projection of when the school 
district will realize the advan­ 
tages . . . It can’t all be city 
facilitities because more than 
the half the people (in this 
community) pay taxes to the 
school district.” 
“Our first obligation is to 
provide an educational pro­ 
gram,” she added. She also 
suggested that the auditorium 
could be built at the new high 


school since the land was 
there, there would be no du­ 
plication of facilities and it 
could serve the school and the 
total community. 
Wright 
noted 
that 
ware­ 
houses for the storage of vari­ 
ous school supplies and equip­ 
ment may be possible under 
tax increments coming from 
redevelopment. 
The 
agency 
could build a building for the 
schools and lease it back to 
the district, Carr pointed out. 
He also said that the redevel­ 
opment plan, which must be 
outlined 
and 
recorded 
by 
June 1, should be completed 
and paid for in 10 years. 


The method of 
financing 
had been a concern for the 
school officials because reve­ 
nue will be removed from the 
tax rolls and the current tax 
base frozen until development 
has been completed and paid 
for. 
The district, which will use 
up most of its tax overrides 
and possibly raise its tax rate 
of $5.70 by another 25 cents to 
balance the 1972-73 budget, 
ha* continued to ask for some 
compromise that will lessen 
its negative financial picture 
for the first few years of the 
redevelopment. 
The school board never op- 


posed the neighborhood devei-, 
opment program which is bor­ 
dered by Chino Avenue on the 
south, D Street on the north, 
a small one-acre triangle of 
land on the west and an alley 
behind 4th Street on the east. 
The 300 acres of the State 
Urban Renewal Project, how­ 
ever, has been the principle 
area of concern, particularly 
40 acres of undeveloped com­ 
mercial land north of Walnut 
Avenue.

I think the parka turned out not to be 100 per cent nylon, 


because it doesn’t look OK. 
I was just sick to see $65 go down the drain so 1 took the 
parka to a very reliable cleaner’s and told him what hap­ 
pened. I w as advised to go to Buftums’. 
I went to Buffums’ two weeks ago and told them the story' 
and still haven’t heard from them. Now 1 am turning to you. I 
never would have washed the jacket if the label didn t say 100 
per cent nylon. 1 don’t want a new ski jacket but 1 want this 
repaired. What should I do? — Mrs. K. Y., Pomona.

'Corp. Welfare/ 


We Could Call It 


You know how those people are, always wanting 
handouts They seem to think the world owes them 
a living and all they have to do is just ask for it. A 
lot of other people worked their own way back up 
when they didn’t have a dime. Why can’t they? 
Then again, what can you expect from a defense 
contractor? 
It was only last year that the contractors really 
began to realize how down and out they were. Then 
the Lockheed Aircraft Corporation, finding suddenly 
that it was zooming toward bankruptcy, yelled, 
“Help!”, in the general direction ol the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
After struggling through a considerable amount of 
congressional turbulence. Lockheed finally got a ted- 
eral guarantee on a x250 million loan, this allowing 
the company to continue its development of the 
L-1011 T ristar airbus and also allowing the company 
to continue, period. 
Now we are confronted with two companies, the 
Grumman Corporation and Litton Industries, who 
would like to piofit from Lockheed's example. 
Grum man said recently it must have a revision in 
its $5 billion contract with the Navy to produce 31?» 
F-14 jet fighters. Without a revision, it said it would 
lose so much money il would be forced to close its 
Long Island subsidiary, which accounts for 1)5 per 
cent of G rum m an’s business. 
Litton, meanwhile, reportedly is seeking substan­ 
tial increases in its SI billion contract to produce 
five Navy assault ships that are already 19 months 
behind schedule. 
Both companies argue that costs have risen on 
their defense projects because of miscellaneous cir­ 
cumstances beyond their control—inflation prim ar­ 
ily. They contend that the government should agree 
to pay them more to prevent economic disaster that 
would ruin them and harm the national economy by 
creating a chain reaction of unemployment. 
Grum man is even demanding a profit boost be 
written into the new contract it wants, even though 
the General Accounting Office, the federal govern­ 
m ent's watchdog agency, recently reported that the 
$16.8-million Grum man F-14 would be inferior in 
some ways to the existing F-4 fighter, which costs 
about S4 million per plane. 
The help Grumman and Litton want amounts to a 
big business welfare proeram , the “ something for 
nothing” dole that is usually anathem a to hard core 
capitalists. 
But there are definite differences between this 
kind ot government aid and weliare that assists in­ 
dividuals. 
For one thing, the individual programs contain an 
element of sheer survival not present with corpora­ 
tions. A husbandless, jobless mother must feed 
hungry children. 
If a corporation, even a large one, goes bankrupt, 
people m ay be out of work tem porarily, but most of 
them will find new jobs—and at worst they will 
have the individual welfare program s to fall 
on. As for the corporation’s bosses, they will 
paid the price ol inefficiency but chances are none 
of them will go hungry. 
More im portant, though, are the effects of the two 
kinds of welfare on the economy in general, when 
we help an individual we improve the chances that 
he or his children will return to the economy, per­ 
haps to contribute one of (hose creative sparks that 
make the free enterprise system work. 
We cannot afford, however, the wrenching dis­ 
ruption of the economy that would occur if the gov­ 
ernment made a habit of saving failing companies. 
Our economy thrives on a survival-ol-the-fittest at­ 
mosphere. 
Sen Jam es Buckley, Con.-N.Y., said last year that 
he feared the government aid to Loekheed would 
“ pioneer a form of gov ernment ini m ention that 
would erode the m arket discipline required in a free 
enterprise system .” 
It Grum m an and Litton cannot meet the term s of 
their present government contracts without going 
bankiupt, then win should they nol go bankrupt?

Noted Dropout 


He quit school when he was 14, but Jam es F. 
Byrnes did pretty well anyhow. 
II he hadn’t been a Southerner he might have 
m ade il to the White House. That geographical fac­ 
tor led to his being dropped from consideration as 
Franklin Roosevelt’s running m ate in 1944. H arry 
Truman got the vice presidential spot instead. 
Byrnes did get the informal title of “ assistant 
president.” however. Franklin Roosevelt gave it to 
him because of the wide power he had as head of 
the Office of War Mobilisation during World WftT II. 
He w as i*lc< ted to Congress in 1910, served in the 
Senate, as governor of South Carolina, as Justice of 
the U.S. Supreme Court and as U.S. Secretary of 
State. Before beginning his public career he was an 
attorney and a newspaper publisher. 
Byrnes’ conservatism led him to oppose vigorous­ 
ly and adam antly the court-ordered deseregation of 
school-, saving tin* court “did not interpret the Con­ 
stitution. The court amended it,’’ He finally broke 
with the Democratic partv over the issue and sup­ 
ported Republican Dwight Eisenhower instead of 
Adlal Stevenson. 
When 1 antes Byrnes died recently at 94, he had 
receded somewhat into history; but he had long 
since carved himself quite a niche

Those are only two, am ong 
m any, of the tim es the Senate 
has sent a delegation to com ­ 
prom ise with the House on 
legislation when m ost of the 
conferees did not reflect the 
m ajority position of the Sen­ 
ate.

H arris and Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, the m ajority on 
the three-m em ber study com ­ 
m ittee, recently cam e in with 
their recom m endation: 
Take 
from the com m ittee chairm en 
the power to nam e the con­ 
ference team and give it to 
the Senate m ajority leader. 


Could Go Outside 
In addition, if he felt it was 
necessary, the leader could 
go outside the m em bership of 
the com m ittee to put senators 
on the negotiating team . 
But 
before 
that 
motion 
could be voted on. Sen. Er- 
ne-.t F. Hollings, D-S.C., of­ 
fered a substitute to keep the 
power to appoint in the hands 
of com m ittee chairm en while 
urging them to select as con­ 
ferees a m ajority backing the 
bill, 
The 
substitute 
was 
ap­ 
proved, 34 to 14, by the Dem­ 
ocratic senators.

JACK ANDERSON 
Bombing of Haiphong Was Coup 
For Adm. McCain and Kissinger 


The 
bombing of the fuel 
dum ps and truck-tank parks 
in the Haiphong area was a 
personal trium ph for salty old 
Admiral 
John 
McCain, 
the 
Pacific com m ander, who has 
tried tor the past three years 
to sell President Nixon on hit­ 
ting Haiphong harbor. 
Even before Nixon entered 
the White House, his foreign 
policy adviser, Henry Kissi 
nger, fired off a 
series of 
terse questions about Vietnam 
to all appropriate governm ent 
agencies. He sum m arized the 
results in his first National 
Security 
Study 
M em oranda, 
which 
is known 
inside 
the 
White House as NSSM-1. 
At M cCain's prodding, the 
Joint Chiefs advocated strikes 
against 
the 
Haiphong 
port 
complex, w here most of the 
enem y’s w ar 
goods 
arrive. 
They also w anted to sow the 
harbor with m ines to keep 
ships from delivering m ilitary 
cargo. 
T h e C entral 
Intelligence 
Agency (CIA), however, cau 
tloned against 
bombing 
tne 
harbor. Not only w as there 
danger of dam aging 
Sovwt 
shipping and precipitating a 
confrontation with Russia, th»* 
CIA argued, but anvwav th-* 
bombing wouldn't stop the m 
filtration 
of 
supplies 
into 
South V ietnam . 
L a t e r , McCain, a pug­ 
nacious, Popeye-like sea dog. 
pressed his argunv-nts p^rs«>- 
nallv upon the President in 
Honolulu in April 1970 and 
again the following month at 
San Clem ente, Calif. 
A fterward, 
he 
complam*»d 
in a secret m essage to the 
Joint 
Chiefs 
that 
“ the 
old 
m an," m eaning Nixon, hadn’t 
been 
“ responsive ” 
McCain 
was m ore pleased with Kissi­ 
nger’s attitude, which the Ad­ 
m iral found “ reasonable.” 
Contingency Plan U pdated 
N evertheless, 
contingency 
plans for a ir 
attacks 
upon 
North V ietnam , including the 
bombing and m ining of H ai­ 
phong harbor, w*ere updated 
These w ere prepared in Sai­ 
gon and forw arded to Hon­ 
olulu by Gen. Creighton Abr­ 
am s, the A m erican com m and­ 
e r in Vietnam . 
McCain 
transm itted 
t h e 
plans with his hearty endorse­ 
m ent, to the Pentagon on Oc­ 
tober 17, 1970 
But not until 
the North V ietnam ese Army 
storm ed across the dem ilita­ 
rized zone into South V ietnam 
did the President activate the 
plans. 


The W ashington Special Ac­ 
tion Group, 
the 
em ergency 
team that operates under Kis­ 
singer, 
reviewed 
the 
con­ 
tingency plans for bombing 
various targ ets in North Viet­ 
nam . The secret intelligence 
reports 
indicated 
that 
Hai­ 
phong’s 
a ir 
defenses 
were 
rusty and 
could 
be 
penet­ 
rated. 
The CIA still opposed the 
bombing as 
not 
worth 
the 
risk, but the Joint Chiefs con­ 
tended 
th at 
Hanoi 
h a d 
changed 
the 
complexion 
of 
the w ar. The conventional for­ 
ces that had been thrown into 
the invasion, argued the Joint 
Chiefs, w ere dependent upon 
the supplies that could be des­ 
troyed at Haiphong. 
D e f e n s e Secretary Mel 
Laird, skeptical, w as inclined 
to agree with the CIA. He 
pointed out that the invasion 
equipm ent had been moved to 
the front in advance of the a t­ 
tack: 
therefore, he 
doubted 
t h a t H a n o i-Haiphong air 
strikes would blunt the offen­ 
sive 
for 
at 
least 
several 
months. 
T h e President, 
however, 
was persuaded hv Kissinger, 
and 
the 
green 
light 
was 
flashed. The latest targeting 
inform ation was fed into the 
operation, which w as known 
by 
the 
secret 
code 
nam e 
“ Freedom Porch B ravo.” 
Intelligence 
reports 
claim 
that, inside the K rem lin, So­ 
viet haw ks and doves are still 
debating w hether the Hanoi- 
Haiphong bombing w as such 
an affront that the invitation 
to President Nixon to visit 
Moscow* should be revoked. 
A sim ilar debate, after an 
A m erican t'*2 spy plane was 
shot 
down 
over 
Russia 
in 
1960. led to the cancellation of 
a sum m it 
m eeting 
between 
President 
Eisenhow er 
and 
P r e m i e r K rushchev. The 
bombing of Haiphong could 
still becom e Nixon’s U-2 inci­ 
dent. 
But in 
Honolulu, 
Admiral 
McCain has been seen grinn­ 
ing happily. 
P arty Poopers 
At the very tim e when the 
Saigon 
governm ent 
is least 
able to do anything about it, 
there 
a re 
definite 
cracks 
showing up in the Communist 
party stru ctu re in South Viet­ 
nam . 
The com m unists count on 
youths to fill up the gaps in 
partv m em bership caused by 
battle 
casualties 
and 
the 
U S.-Saigon “ O p e r a t i o n 


Phoenix’’ assassination drive. 
But docum ents captured in 
the field affirm th at even as 
in A m erica, the Viet Cong 
\outh are sickening of the w ar. 
Only 
half 
as 
m any 
young 
people showed up a t a recent 
Viet 
Cong 
party 
training 
course. Those present w ere 
gloomily described in the docu­ 
m ents as passive and pessi­ 
mistic. 


At one m eeting, a young 
cadrenian raised the question 
of why Russia and Red China 
did 
not 
actively 
en ter 
the 
w ar. A brave — o r reckless 
— recruit dem anded to know 
why Red China had welcomed 
the U.S. ping pong team into 
Peking. 


O ther 
docum ents 
tell 
of 
mi treatm ent of friendly pea­ 
sants by party m em bers, and 
goofs 
by 
enthusiastic 
but 
inexperienced Viet Cong lo­ 
w er level officials. 


This is precisely the kind of 
deterioration that the United 
States has hoped would occur 
in V ietnam . 


But the North V ietnam ese 
invasion has once again given 
tfv* Viet Cong a iillup for get­ 
ting their shaky 
infrastruc­ 
ture in order.

There’s a brighter side to 
the task of m aking peace in 
V i e t n a m . 
Suddenly, 
the 
United States reveals that a 
presidential em issary has had 
a secret conference at Mos­ 
cow with the Soviet govern­ 
ment, and now 
the 
United 
States is ready to resum e the 
talks at 
Paris. 
The 
North 
V ietnam ese 
doubltess 
have 
been told by the Soviets that 
the bombing of the north will 
slow down 
as the invasion 
cam paign in the south is dim i­ 
nished. The prospect is that 
there is a change ahead and 
that close relations between 
the United States and the So­ 
viet Union are responsible for 
w hatever has happened. 


Lot of Talk 


it will take a lot of dis­ 
cussion to w rite peace term s, 
and South V ietnam will pro­ 
bably not accept everything 
that is proposed. But the ne­ 
gotiation which has been sus­ 
pended for several weeks is 
being resum ed, and the en­ 
voys at 
P aris 
can 
try 
to 
reach a com prom ise that will 
enable a cease-fire to be pro­ 
chum d. 
Im m ediately 
the­ 
reafter. certain prom ises will 
have to be fulfilled, such as 
t h e 
release 
of 
American 
prisoners and the checking of 
the lists of those missing in 
action to determ ine w hether 
all have been accounted for. 
U ndoubtedly there will be a 
provision 
in the 
agreem ent 
perm itting an election to be 
held at which the people of 
South Vietnam will choose a 
new president and determ ine 
alco w hether they w’ill 
ap­ 
prove the settlem ent m ade by 
the 
representatives 
at 
the 
Paris peace conference. 


Meanwhile, President Nixon 
is assum ing that the peace 
arrangem ents will be worked 
out, and he has announced 
the num ber of troops which 
will rem ain in Vietnam after 
May 1st. This is a relatively 
sm all contingent and will con­ 
sist largely of Am erican ad­ 
visers 
and 
technicians 
and 
some air units. Much of the 
protective 
force, 
however, 
will be A m erican naval ves­ 
sels which will stay in w aters 
adjacent to South Vietnam so 
as to be available in case 
there is a violation of the 
peace agreem ent or another 
invasion 
is 
undertaken. 
In 
that event, of course, bom­ 
bing would be resum ed as a 
m eans of defense. 


But it is believed that the 
Soviet governm ent will take 
m ore 
interest 
hereafter 
in 


w hat 
happens 
in 
Southeast 
Asia and will try to keep the 
Vietnam w ar from breaking 
out again. If this is true, it 
would surely win for Moscow a 
g reat deal of praise. F or it 
would enhance 
the chances 
for peace not only in Asia but 
throughout the world. 


There are rum ors that the 
U nited States and the Soviet 
U n i o n 
a r e 
approaching 
agreem ent on the lim itations 
ot arm s and other m atters. It 
is conceivable th at the Ameri­ 
can em issary to Moscow, who 
encouraged the Soviet leaders 
to help m ake peace in Viet­ 
nam , has brought back som e 
ideas for President Nixon to 
discuss 
on 
his 
forthcom ing 
visit to Moscow. 


The conferences starting on 
May 22 between the American 
president and the leaders of 
the Kremlin could prove to be 
a turning point in world histo­ 
ry. For certainly there are 
m any things th at threaten the 
p e a c e 
a n d 
stability 
of 
countries around the globe, 
and much trouble could be 
avoided if the United States 
and the Soviet Union cooper­ 
ated. 
O n c e 
an 
agreem ent 
is 
reached to assure peace in 
V ietnam , other countries ol 
Asia will be relieved because 
they 
will 
feel 
th at 
neither 
Peking nor Moscow will en­ 
courage sm all w ars. The em ­ 
phasis will turn instead to in­ 
ternational 
trad e and w ays 
and m eans of increasing the 
opportunities of all countries 
to sell their products abroad 
and to obtain goods necessary 
for their own developm ent. 
Interested In Future 
The United States is deeply 
interested in the economic fu­ 
ture of the countries of Asia. 
Officials here are confident 
th at if the funds which have 
been spent on w ars or for m i­ 
litary equipm ent 
w ere used 
for economic 
purposes, 
the 
standard of living of all the 
peoples 
of 
Asia 
could 
be 
raised and m ore stable con­ 
ditions established. So it is 
quite possible that a cooper­ 
ative attitude by the Soviet 
Union as 
well 
as by 
Red 
China would brighten the fu­ 
ture of Asia. It could sta rt an 
era 
in 
which 
the 
United 
States would participate in an 
economic way to help bring 
about a big im provem ent in 
countries th at now are not 
able 
to develop 
substantial 
trade 
relations 
with others 
and hence a re not building up 
their own 
lands to support 
their own peoples.

Rowland Eyes Solutions to School Building Needs

ROWLAND 
HEIGHTS

T h e 
Board 
of 
Education 
Thursday night ordered fur­ 
ther study of all-year schools 
and another bond election as 
possible solutions to the dis­ 
trict’s projected housing prob­ 
lem. 


The board unanimously ap­ 
proved the formation of a 
staff task force to study “ in 
depth” 
the 
all-year 
school 
proposal, but then split, 3-2, 
in backing the bond study. 


The action came during a 
lightly attended session that 
was, nevertheless, 
sprinkled 
with controversy. 


The audience objected when 


the board refused to allow a 


letter 
authored 
by 
Board 


Member Phil (Andy) Ander­ 


son to be sent home with stu­ 
dents, and then sat in l-told- 
you-so silence when trustees 
gave their backing to a citi­ 
zens’ committee 
formed to 
write job descriptions for two 
administrators who would di­ 
rect a study to find “ alternate 
ways” to comply with state 
school integration regulations. 


A n d e r s o n joined Board 
President John Blackburn in 
voting against the bond study, 
saying the failure of the dis­ 
trict’s 
Ocotober 
1971 
bond 
election indicated how 
resi­ 


dents felt about another bond 
proposal. 
Blackburn 
said the bond- 
election defeat indicated that 
the community 
wanted 
the 
district to look to other ways 
to provide additional housing 
first before again going to a 
bond election. 
Formation of the two task 
forces is part of an eight- 
p o i n t 
h o u s i n g 
recom­ 
mendation offered by Supt. 
Stan Oswalt. 


Retain Portables 


The proposal also calls for 
the district 
to retain 
next 
year the eight portable class­ 
rooms leased this year, not 
lease 
any 
more 
portables 


from general 
funds, 
assign 


students to school on the pre­ 


sent basis, and continue to ex­ 


plore the possibility of selling 
unneeded school sites and us­ 
ing the funds to buy needed 
portables and sites. 


The board approved all but 
two recommendations, those 
dealing with not using gener- 
al-fund monies to lease addi­ 
tional portables and assigning 
students to schools on 
the 
basis of present practice, tab­ 
ling them until the May 11 
meeting. 


Both points were tabled to 
enable the board to study pro­ 
jections 
on 
the 
need 
for 
double sessions next year. 


Administrators now project 
that six classes will have to 
be put on a double-session 
schedule this fall. 
Blackburn 
voted 
against 
tabling both measures, saying 
he was opposed to using the 
general fund to purchase ad­ 
ditional portables and, there­ 
fore, 
wanted 
both 
recom­ 
mendations approved without 
delay. 
T h e audience 
responded 
with catcalls and boos when 
the board voted, 4-1, against 
sending the Anderson letter 
home with students. 


Rebuttal 


Anderson said that his let­ 
ter was necessary because a 


r e c e n t 
letter 
written 
by 


Blackburn 
to 
parents 
con­ 


cerning the board vote on two 


integration-related 
measures 
failed to indicate he (Ander­ 
son) had voted against both 
proposals. 


Board Member Neta Faige 
said that if the board per­ 
mitted Anderson, a Republi­ 
can candidate in the 50th As­ 
sembly District race, to send 
his letter home, it should “ of­ 
fer the same privilege to all 
other candidates running for 
that office.” 


Members of the audience 
charged that if Anderson did 
not have the right to send a 
letter home, then Blackburn’s 


letter should not have been 
sent. 


Blackburn held that he had 
a right to send the letter be­ 
cause, as board president, he 
was acting as the board’s spo­ 
kesman. 


Acting with the air of a sus­ 
picious attorney, Neil Finney, 
a parent, 
asked 
Oswalt 
il 
creation of the two new ad­ 
ministrative positions meant 
the district planned to contin­ 
ue its efforts to devise an 
e q u a l education-integration 
plan. 


Oswalt replied that it did, 
and Finney sat down with an 
l-re>t-my-case 
reply 
of 
“ 1 
see.” 


The district is forced to car­ 
ry on the integration study, 
Oswalt explained, because of 
state law, and thus the two 
administrators, one a Mexi- 
can-American, 
the 
other 
a 
reassigned 
staff 
member, 
were needed to conduct the 
study. 
The district had originally 
planned to use federal funds 
to hire consultants to conduct 
the 
study, 
but 
its funding 
request was turned down. 
Approval of the equal-edu- 
cation policy on which the in­ 
tegration study is based drew 
a 
sharp 
negative 
response 
from many residents and re­ 
sulted in a recall drive aimed 
at three board members.

Hundreds of dollars in do­ 
nations 
to 
the 
March

Dimes have been pledged for 
every mile completed by the 
walkers over the figure-eight 
route which leads them from 
Anaheim through Oranee and 
Tustin and back to the sta­ 
dium. 
Dents said the blind youth 
first teamed up with him in 
San Bernardino in 1964 for an 
endurance walk to Riverside 
for the

college men in these three 
localities whether they ap­ 
proved of sexual relations for 
couples who were in love and 
going steady; only 5 per cent 
of the Utah students replied 
that they did, 19 per cent of 
the Indiana students, and 73 
per cent of the Danish stu­ 
dents voiced approval. 
He 
then asked about actual expe­ 
rience and found that 39 per 
cent of the Utah men, 51 per 
cent of the men in Indiana, 
and 64 per cent of the men in 
Denmark had engaged in se­ 
xual relations. 
It is interesting that more 
D a n i s h students approved 
theoretically of sexual rela­ 
tions than had actually en­ 
gaged in them; while in both 
American groups, more men 
had engaged in sexual rela­ 
tions than approved of them. 
In other words, how a man 
feels about sexual behavior 
intellectually may not have 
too much to do with his be­ 
havior.

NEW YORK (UPI) —Okay, so this’ll get me drummed out 
of the press section. 
I can’t help it. In this one I’m telling you right off I won’t be 
completely neutral. 
I’m rooting. 
To make it worse, you could even say I’m rooting against 
the “ home” team , the New York Knicks. But I’m not really 
pulling against them or for the Los Angeles Lakers. 
The guy I’m rooting for is Jerry West. 
When this NBA thing is all over, it would do my heart good 
to see him smiling and glowing there on the winning side. I 
think it would do a lot of other nearts good also. 
Jerry West has been bouncing a basketball professionally 12 
years now and never has been a mem ber ot a world cham­ 
pionship team. 
Only someone like Ernie Banks knows how he feels. Al Ka- 
line has a pretty good idea, too, because he waited 16 years 
before he finally knew how it felt to win one. 
One scene involving Jerry West keeps coming back to m e all 
the time. 
It was a scene in the Lakers’ dressing room two years ago 
right after the Knicks had won the title in seven games. 
Jerry West did everything humanly possible in that final 
playoff series with the Knicks, including sinking one shot from 
three-quarters the length of the court at the final buzzer. The 
shot tied the score but the Lakers lost in overtime. They also 
lost the seventh gam e and now, even though he had been 
named the playoffs’ outstanding player, Jerry West m ade a 
pathetic figure in the losers’ quarters. 
He sat on a bench, his head down and his hair mussed. 
Answers Questions 
Some of the other Los Angeles players didn’t care to answer 
any questions. Jerry West didn’t particularly care to either but 
his characteristic graciousness got in the way. He answered 
•very last question. 
And when he picked his head up you could see the moist 
film around his eyes. 
“ Tough, isn’t it, Jerry ?” someone said to him, not really 
knowing any other way to put it. 
“ Yes,” answered weary Jerry West. “ Maybe it just isn’t in 
the cards lor me ever to be a championship club.” 
Now pushing 34, Jerry West is getting still another chance 
after having failed to make it in 10 previous playoffs. 
Few men in the history of the NBA have taken the physical 
beating West has, playing as he does, a 6-3, 180-pound tooth­ 
pick among the bruising 7-foot redwoods. 
He has played with a broken hand, sprained ankles, pulled 
muscles and tom ligaments but he always keeps coming back 
for more, always hoping it will all lead to that one elusive 
championship. 
Ballplayers in all sports are notoriously selfish. Yet, at 
times, inordinately feeling for a fellow competitor also. 
When the Lakers lost to the Boston Celtics in the finals for 
the sixth time, for example, big Bill Russell, who isn’t sup­ 
posed to be overly emotional, tried to comfort West in some 
way after the last game but found he simply couldn’t. So he 
just held his hand a moment. 
West understood. 
Another Celtic player, John Havlicek, was similarly moved 
by West’s tremendous efforts in that same playoff. He cam e 
over to him and said quietly: 
“ I love you.” 
To understand something like that, you would’ve had to play- 
professional basketball yourself. Playing on the sam e court 
with a Jerry West would make it all perfectly clear. 
“ I’ve always considered him the greatest basketball player 
I’ve ever seen under seven feet,” says a young man I know 
from Norwalk, Conn. “The thing that draws me to him is 
that he seems to have so much class, no m atter what he does. 
Watch him the next tim e he commits a foul. He raises his 
hand and puts it down. That’s all. No show or anything else. 
He sets a marvelous example for everyone.” 
Now you know why I’m rooting for Jerry West.

INDIANAPOLIS, I n d i a n a 
(U PI) —Auto racing’s most 
famous 2 1-2-mile oval, the In­ 
dianapolis Motor Speedway, 
was ready today awaiting the 
biggest burst of speed in its 
63-year history for the cele­ 
brated Memorial Day wee­ 
kend “ 500.” 


Track Supt. Clarence Cagle 
and bis crew have been work­ 
ing for weeks getting the 
sprawling speedway in shape, 
patching the surface which 
always takes a beating from 
winter weather. 


Cagle pronounced the track 
ready today, 24 hours before 
Chief Steward Harlan Fengler 
gives the “ go” for practice. 
Weekend weather, including 
scattered showers, may put a 
damper on initial tuneup ses­ 
sions and no high-speed tes­ 
ting was expected before the 
middle of next week. 
As has become traditional. 
Fengler has imposed a speed 
ceiling for the first few days 
of practice, until a rubber 
coating has been worn into 
the track. 
The speed limit he posted 
was 770 miles per hour, the 
highest ever, but 20 m.p.h. 
slower than recent practice 
l a p s 
logged 
during 
tire 
tests. 
Everything being equal, the 
speed limit will be lifted next 
week and then the veteran 
elite from the United States 
Auto Club circuit will be on 
its own. 
Based on tire tests, specula­ 
tion was that speeds this 
spring will soar about 10 
m.p.h. over last year’s aver­ 
ages that stopped just short 
of 180 m.p.h, for pole-sitter 
P e t e r R e v s o n , Redondo 
Beach, Calif., who gunned his 
low-slung McLaren to new 
one and four-lap records. 
Eighty-one cars were en­ 
tered, four more than last 
year, heralding a hectic two- 
week practice period before 
the initial time trials May 13- 
14. The 
following weekend 
will also be devoted in the 
trials to weed out the fastest 
field ever for racing’s only 
million-dollar event.
